Kcf.p Stock W arm.—Farmers do not pay 
sufficient attention to the warmth of their stork, 
hut suffer them to roam about iii the open air, 
exposed to the inclement weather. 
The amount 
of exercise is another moat important point to 
attend to. 
The more an animal moves about, 
the quicker it will breathe, and the more starch, 
gum, sugar, lat and other respiratory elements 
it must have in its food ; and if an additional 
quantity of these substances is not given to sup 
ply the increased demand, the fat and other 
parts of the body w ill he drawn upon, and the 
animal will become thinner ; also, as before ob 
served, every motion of the liody produce* a 
corresponding destruction of the muscles which 
produce that motion. 
It is. therefore, quite 
evident that the more the animal moves about 
the more of the heat-producing aud flesh-form 
ing principle it must receive in it* food, 
lienee, 
we see the propriety of keeping our cattle in
